Pope names cardinals; international leadership broadens

VATICAN CITY (NC) — In a move which further 
internationalized the visible leadership of the Church, 
Pope John Paul II named 28 new cardinals from 19 
countries during his weekly audience April 24. 

New U.S. cardinals-designate are Archbishops John J. 
O’Connor of New York, Bernard F. Law of Boston, and 
Myroslav Ivan Lubachivsky, head of the world’s 
Ukrainian Catholics. 


THE NAMINGS, which the pope said would be 
formalized in a May 25 consistory, raise the number of 
cardinals to 152, the highest ever. 


Of these, 120 would be under 80 years of age and 


eligible to elect a pope. This is the maximum number of 
electors allowed under church rules. 


Cardinal-designate Pietro Pavan, 81, professor 
emeritus of Rome’s Lateran University, is too old to vote 
in a papal election and one of the current cardinals, 
Cardinal Francesco Carpino, retired archbishop of 
Palermo, Sicily, turns 80 May 18. 


THE NAMING of the new cardinals showed the: 
pope’s trend toward further internationalizing the 
Church’s central administration. The pope also gave the 
weight of a cardinal’s title to the heads of certain offices he 
has promoted — the Pontifical Council for Culture, 


headed by Cardinal-designate Paul Poupard, and the

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Jail chaplain change 
protested by bishop

SAN DIEGO — A decision to replace the ecumenical 
religious ministry service for the San Diego County jails 
drew the ire of several religious groups, including the 
Diocese of San Diego. 


Bishop Leo T. Maher lamented the destruction of ‘‘a 
unique and progressive ministry to jail inmates’’ in an 
April 23 statement. He also charged that the ‘‘arbitrary 
action’’ of changing the current system ‘“‘impugns the 
integrity of the local religious bodies who have worked 
together cooperatively through the San Diego County Jail 
Ministries (SDCJM).”’ 

WHEN REPRESENTATIVES of SDCJM recently 
heard that some of its ministries would be assumed by a 
Los Angeles corporation known as the Christian Jail 
Workers, it sent a committee to meet with Commander 
Charles ‘‘Ken’’ Wigginton, head of the County’s 
Detention Facilities Support Bureau. 


At that April 16 meeting, the SDCJM committee, 
which included Diocesan Representative Father Mark 
Campbell, learned that Cmdr. Wigginton had already 
arranged for Christian Jail Workers to take over jail 
ministries for the county. 


Cmdr. Wigginton handed out copies of a letter to the 
men stating that David DeHass of Christian Jail Workers 
would work full time ‘‘to provide the overall supervision 
and direction the San Diego program has lacked.’’ He 
explained that DeHaas’ group serves 58 correctional 
institutions in four California counties. 


THE DECISION left the local ministries team baffled, 
because the Sheriff's Department had requested its 
services just two years earlier and during that time there 
had been no reported complaints about its work, a 
SDCJM representative said. 

SDCJM_ objects to. Cmdr. Wigginton’s decision- 
making process, because it ‘‘completely excluded’’ the 
majority of the religious community. SDCJM and Bishop 
Maher expressed concern that the new group represents 
only one segment of the religious community. 


Christian Jail Workers’ ‘‘thrust is more toward 
proselytizing than it is toward an ecumenical diversity,”’ 
said the Rev. Herb Christ, president of the San Diego 
County Ecumenical Conference. 


CHRISTIAN JAIL Workers want ‘‘to bring persons 
to Jesus Christ’’ and while Christians may consider that 
“‘laudable,’’ the County’s purpose should not be to make 
Christians out of the incarcerated, Christ added. 


The purpose of jail ministry is to protect the prisoners’ 
first amendment right of freedom of religion. San Diego 
County Jail Ministries tries to facilitate an inmate’s 
Christian or non-Christian religious preference, said Ted 
Horner, president of SDCJM. 


SDCJM has maintained and paid for a ‘‘hot-line”’ 
phone number from which inmates can make free calls 
to request pastoral visits and religious care from any 
denomination, he said.

Fr. Harry Mitchell 
dies in San Pedro 


SAN PEDRO — The former rector of St. Francis 
Seminary died here April 24. Father Harry E. Mitchell, 
79, died in Peninsula Hospital. 


Father Mitchell was born July 6, 1905 in Omaha, Neb. 
He attended St. Patrick’s Seminary in Menlo Park and 
was ordained for the Diocese of Los Angeles-San Diego 
June 16, 1934. He was a seminary classmate of Cardinal 
Timothy Manning of the Archdiocese of Los Angeles. 
They were ordained the same day, and both men last year 
celebrated 50 years of priesthood. 


FATHER MITCHELL’S first assignment was Our 
Lady of the Sacred Heart Church as assistant pastor. He 
also served as assistant pastor of St. Joseph Cathedral, 
San Diego, and Mary Star of the Sea, La Jolla. 


He was rector of St. Francis Seminary from 1945 to 
1947. Father Mitchell was pastor of St. Mary, Escondido, 
and St. Anne, San Diego. He retired in 1968. 

The Mass of Christian Burial was offered April 30 at 
St. Matthew Church in Long Beach, where he offered his 
first Mass. Main celebrant and homilist was Cardinal 
Manning.

LEARNED A GREAT DEAL? — 
Cardinal-designate John J. O’Connor of New 
York, a former military chaplain in Vietnam, 
said in an interview April 25 that the hesitancy 
of Americans about getting involved in 
Central America showed that the nation has 
‘learned a very great deal’’ from the Vietnam 
War. He said his views on the war had 
changed and he now regrets that in 1968 he 
published a book defending it. 


WWII REGRETS — The bishops of West 
Germany have called on their people, in a 
letter marking the 40th anniversary of the end 
of World War II, to ask forgiveness for starting 
the war. ‘‘We cannot speak of war and 
national socialism without speaking of guilt 
before God and guilt before unnumbered 
others,’’ the bishops said in the April 19 letter, 
signed by Cardinal Joseph Hoffner, head of 
the German Bishops’ Conference. The letter, 
which decried what it called the Third Reich’s 
‘*claim to overall power’’ and its distinctions 
between those deemed ‘‘life-worthy”’ or “‘life- 
unworthy,’’? acknowledged that not all 
Germans accepted Nazism, but said that 
efforts to oppose it were inadequate. 


‘PROTEST IMMORAL TV’ — For the 
sake of young people, Catholics should protest 
immoral television programs and demand that 
the media reflect Christian values, Pope John 
Paul II said. When necessary, Catholics 


should ‘‘denounce shows and programs which 
assault the moral good of the young, state its 
claim for more truthful information about the 
Church and demand transmissions more 
positively inspired by the authentic values of 
life,’’ the pope said in a message to mark the 
19th World Communications Day. 


CREATIONISM VS. EVOLUTION — 
Pope John Paul II stressed that belief in God 
and the theory of evolution are not 
incompatible April 26 during an audience with 
participants in a symposium examining 
evolution and the biblical doctrine of creation. 
‘“Evolution is not blocked by faith if discussion 
of it remains in the context of the naturalistic 
method and its possibilities,’’ the pope said. 
His remarks reiterated the teaching expressed 
in 1950 by Pope Pius XII, who, while 
encouraging study of evolution, said Catholic 
teaching maintains that the human soul is 
immediately created by God and that original 
sin appears to preclude the acceptance of the 
anthropological teaching of polygenism, which 
theorizes that the human species descended 
from different ultimate ancestors. 


PLANS KILLED — In a series of votes 
April 24, the House of Representatives killed 
President Reagan’s plans to assist the rebels 
fighting the Marxist-leaning Sandinista 
government of Nicaragua. The final vote 
scuttling the Nicaraguan package was 
303-123. The U.S. bishops, in testimony given 
in the name of Cardinal-designate John J. 
O’Connor of New York a week earlier, had 
opposed U.S. military aid to the rebels. 


BOMBING CONVICTIONS — A federal 
jury April 24 convicted two men on several 
charges stemming from the Christmas Day 
bombing of three abortion facilities. The jury

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also found one man’s wife and the other’s 


fiance guilty of conspiracy. Matthew Goldsby 
and James Simmons, both 21, were each 
convicted on all charges they faced: one count 
of conspiracy, three counts of bomb-making 
and three of bombing an abortion clinic and 
two doctors’ offices where abortions were 
performed. The men face up to 65 years 
imprisonment; the women could spend five 
years in prison. 

‘WE CAN’T DEVIATE’ — Use of altar 
girls is against church law and ‘‘we are not free 
to deviate,’’ said Bishop Loras J. Watters of 
Winona, Minn., in his diocesan monthly 
paper, The Courier. He asked any parishes 
using altar girls to stop, because ‘‘our Catholic 
people have a basic right to official Catholic 
liturgy,’’ which follows church laws.

Fr. James Cribbin 
ordained in lreland

SAN DIEGO — ‘‘A fascination with Jesus Christ’’ 
brought James Cribbin to the seminary. Cribbin, 32, a 
native of Ballyhaunis (County Mayo), Ireland, was 
ordained a priest for the San Diego diocese by Bishop Leo 
T. Maher April 28. 


As a transitional deacon, he served since last August at 
Santa Sophia Church in Spring Valley. He preached, 
visited the sick, worked in the RCIA program and with 
youth in the last eight months there. His first assignment 
as a priest begins July 5 at Santa basta! where he will be 
associate pastor. 


HE WAS ordained in All 
Hallows College (seminary) 
in Dublin, Ireland. He 
entered the seminary nine 
years ago and studied at All 
Hallows and in St. Patrick’s } 
Divine Word Missionary 
College. His parents, Joseph | 
and Ellen; and his two 
brothers and two sisters 
attended his ordination. 

He first visited this 
diocese in the summer of 
1983 and met with Father 
Peter Escalante, director of 
the diocesan vocations

office. He decided to seek ordination here because he saw 
plenty of ‘‘needs and opportunities’’ and he liked the 


‘‘good fellowship’’ evident among priests here. 


Also appealing was ‘‘the work,’’ and ‘‘the fact that it 
was a growing diocese,’’ Father Cribbin added. 


FATHER CRIBBIN left school at age 13, a decision 
commonly made by ‘‘country’’ children of that age in 
Ireland when he was growing up. Since the mid-60s and 
the advent of free secondary school education in Ireland, 
most children stay in school longer, but that was not the 
case in his youth. Leaving school was ‘‘a common 
sociological reality,’’ he said. 


After school, he bottled Guiness Stout for a few years 
and later drove a fork lift for a subsidiary of Guiness. ‘‘So 
my credentials are of the working class,’’ he said. 


Part of the appeal of entering the seminary was having 
a chance to finish his education, Father Cribbin admitted. 
He also remembers thinking ‘‘I’d like to be involved in 
His mission. I thought priesthood was the best way I 
could share in His life and share His life with other 
people.”’ 

AFTER A “‘long struggle’? in the seminary he 
concluded he did want to serve the Lord as a priest. Now, 
he considers a priest ‘‘first and foremost a companion of 
Jesus Christ and His work.”’ 


A priest has a ‘‘special charism’’ that distinguishes him 
from other Christians who work to promote the faith, he 
added. A priest is ‘‘a man who introduces other people to 
Jesus Christ,’’ he said.

POINT LOMA — Before John and Joyce Veskerna 
made a Marriage Encounter 10 years ago, they were 
back-pew ‘‘Sunday Catholics’? who knew few other 
parishioners at St. Agnes Church where they attended 
Mass as a ‘‘routine.’’ Today they ‘‘feel part of a 
worshiping community,’’ celebrating ‘‘personal 
liturgies’ with their large parish family. 


“‘We used to think of church as a building,’’ Joyce said. 
During our Marriage Encounter weekend we realized 
“‘we are the Church.’’ They called the» Marriage 
Encounter their first experience of community in the 
Church. 


RENEWED WITH this concept, they soon plunged 
into parish work. Joyce, a professional teacher, began 
instructing elementary religious education classes.

““Action is an important part of our faith,’’ John said.

“‘IF I MISS daily Mass, my day doesn’t go as well,”’ 
Joyce said. 


They described the ‘‘excitement and involvement’’ at 
the recent FIRE Rally as ‘‘fantastic.’’ They believe this 
spirit will characterize the 21st-century Church. ‘‘Lay 
Catholics have become less complacent,’’ John said, and 
as their ‘‘involvement increases, they will feel like a 
celebrating community.”’

Good Pope John 


I was in the seventh grade when he was elected, and I 
remember the photo of this new pope in the Philadelphia 
Inquirer. 1 was not impressed. The only pope I had ever seen in 
the papers was Pius XII, who seemed so asthetic and so 
‘theavenly.’’ It seemed incongruous that Pius XII should be 
succeeded by someone squat and obese, such as Cardinal 
Guiseppe Roncalli. Such is the latent force of Jansenism, even 
among the young. 


By the time John XXIII died, I was graduating from high 
school and this pope had become one of the most important and 
beloved people in my life. 


Reading Peter Hebblethwaite’s recent biography, Pope John 
XXIII: Shepherd of the Modern World, refreshed many happy 
memories for me. It also clarified some uncertainties and gave a 
great deal of information which was new to me. 


Asa student of church history, it was fascinating for me to read 
about someone whose career spanned so many years. His 
formative period, during the reign of Leo XIII, gave the future 
pope some values for a lifetime: international reconciliation, 
encouragement of scholarship and concern for the common or 
working class. But the Leonine values were not supported by his 
successor, Pius X, and Roncalli himself was suspected of the ill- 
defined heresey of modernism. As a seminary professor and 
younger priest, the future pope began the labor of a lifetime at 
this point: the editing of the 39 volumes of notes made by St. 
Charles Borromeo during his pastoral visits. It was not an 
exercise in scholarly escapism. Roncalli was actually studying a 
method which he would put to good use later. Charles Borromeo 
followed a system advocated by the Council of Trent: to set.about 
the reform of a diocese through meticulous visitations followed by 
a synod. In Venice and then Rome, Roncalli was later to prove 
his own saying, ‘‘history is the teacher of life.”’ 


It is part of the genius of Hebblethwaite that he ties together all 
these earlier moments in Roncalli’s life, to show concretely that 
the approach of the future Pope John XXIII was being built up 
through all these years. 


The Conclave of 1958 elected the 77-year-old Guiseppe 
Roncalli, even though some regarded him as ‘‘not a first-class 
man.’’ A portent of things to come occurred when he chose the 
name John. Many of the cardinals were shocked and had no idea 
that Roncalli had been studying John XIII for years. Many also 
missed the new pope’s wry humor when he played an historian’s 
joke on them and announced, in the conclave, that he chose the 
name John because it was the name most commonly used for 
popes, and because nearly all the popes named John had a brief 
pontificate. The facetious insinuation was that the cardinals 
wanted an unspectacular and short-lived pope, and John would 
do his humble best to oblige them. 


Hebblethwaite then examines John’s pontificate and several 
myths which have arisen. What was John’s relationship with the 
Curia, and if he were not a Curia man, why did the Curia have 
such an important role at the Vatican Council? Was the Council 
something John wanted, or was he bulldozed into convening it, 
as Cardinal Spellman maintained? Did the Council go farther 
than John envisioned it would? Was it true, as Cardinal 
Tisserant and others held, that John was not very bright and was 
manipulated by Cardinal Bea and others? Did John out- 
maneuver the Curia, as some liberals contended, with his 
peasant shrewdness? Was John duped by the Soviets? At the 
close of his life, was John XXIII weary of the Council and 
disillusioned by it? 


All these questions, as well as others, are satisfactorily 
answered by the author. He has made good use of newly 
discovered documents, and also the invaluable help of the pope’s 
secretary, Msgr. Loris Capovilla. 


_ The only disappointment in this biography for me was that I 
expected to hear more about the person of Guiseppe Roncalli. 
Hebblethwaite does a masterful job of covering the events of the 
Pope’s life, but I would like to know a little more about what 
made him laugh, who his closest personal friends were and what 
he liked to do in his spare time. I don’t think this is only idle 
curiosity, because those personal moments help to make John 
XXIII the lovable and charismatic person he was. 


He was an unusual man and a surprising pope. As he said, he 
preferred ‘‘to use the medicine of mercy rather than severity.’’ 
Popes before and since might have benefited from his advice that 
the Church ‘‘meets the needs of the present age by showing the 
validity of her teachings rather than by condemnations.”’ 


I strongly recommend this book to all. It puts us in touch with 
a 20th century hero of our Church. It demonstrates that 
knowledge of our past helps us meet the demands of the present. 
This book would be timely reading before the Synod in Rome 
this autumn.

Mary’s month begins 


By a long tradition May has been 
dedicated to Mary. I must admit, 
however, that I have been unable to 
discover the origin of this dedication. We 
celebrate her Immaculate Conception in 
December, her birth in September and 
her assumption in August. And _ yet 
Catholic instinct finds something 
appropriate about dedicating May to 
Mary. It just seems right. 


Perhaps some of the rightness is 
derived from the fact that May is a 
pleasant month. It is warmer than April 
and not as hot as June. It is also a 
beautiful month since ‘‘April showers 
bring May flowers.”’ 


During May we are still in the Easter 
season which does not conclude until 
Pentecost Sunday, May 26th, the final 
Sunday of this month. The Church 
continues to celebrate the resurrection of 
Christ, that magnificent event in which 
Jesus received from His Father the 
fullness of life. Of course the resurrection 
of Jesus cannot be separated from His 
death and these two events, which are 
actually only one reality, are our 
salvation, our restoration to life after 
death of sin. Jesus by dying destroyed our 
death and by rising restored our life. 


The life Jesus wants for us does not 
come to us in a vacuum any more than 
our human lives were given to us in a 
vacuum. In fact, the life of grace comes to 
us from the Church in somewhat the same 
way in which human life comes to us from 
our mothers. 


Mary, the Virgin Mother, stands as the 
excellent model of what the Church 
means. Jesus was truly her son. He was 
conceived in her womb and born from her 
body. He was nourished at her breast and 
brought to maturity in her home. Mary 
was truly mother to Jesus, and yet there 
was something about Jesus to which Mary 
could not contribute, His divinity. Mary 
was virginal, not because it was improper 
for Joseph to be the father of Jesus, but 
because it was impossible. Only God is 
and can be Father to Jesus. 


The Church, like Mary, is a virginal 
mother. We are conceived in the womb of 
her baptismal font and born from her 
mystical body. We are nourished by her 
eucharist and brought to maturity by the 
teaching of her word. But there is 
something about us which is beyond 
human powers. The waters of the 
baptismal womb are suffused with the 
Spirit of God who gives witness that we 
are children of God (Roman 8:16). We 
are fed, not with milk created within a 
woman’s body, but with the body and 
blood of the Lord Himself. Through the 
Church, God becomes our Father. 


The feast of Pentecost is the 
manifestation of the Church to the world. 
When Pentecost comes, do not be 
surprised to find Mary waiting with the 
apostles for the outpouring of the Spirit 
upon the Church, for Mary is a sign of 
what the Church really is.

‘Stirring’ papal message on vocations

“TI feel the urgent duty to exhort all the baptised to help with 
unceasing prayer and pastoral activity in the promotion of 
vocations to the priesthood, vocations to the consecrated life in its 
multiple forms and vocations to the missions.”’ 


The United Nations has proclaimed 1985 International Youth 
Year. ‘‘It is my great desire that in this year a special approach 
will also be promoted amongst young people on behalf of 
vocations to the consecrated life. Christ has a preferential love for 
you and provokes you to love....Everywhere I have met young 
people thirsty for love and for truth...unfortunately it is not rare 
for you to meet false guides and false teachers....Now I would 
like to ask you: have you encountered Him who is proclaimed the 
only true ‘Master’ (Mt. 23,8)? Do you know that He alone ‘has 
the message of eternal life’ (Jn 6,68) and possesses the truest 
answers to your problems? 


‘“The Love of Christ is the greatest strength in all the world, it 
is your strength. Have you made this marvellous discovery? 
When a young man or young woman has met Him personally 
and discovered His Love, he or she trusts Him, listens to His 
voice, begins to follow Him, ready for anything, ready to give his 
or her life to Him, 


‘In Christian life every baptized person has a ‘call’ from the 
Lord, and all vocations are important, all must be heard and 
followed with generosity. However, the Lord Jesus, in founding 
the Church, decided to institute particular ministries which He 
entrusted to those whom He freely chose from amongst His 
disciples. 

“Thus the Divine Redeemer wants many of you....to 
participate in the ministerial priesthood in order to give the 
Eucharist to humanity, to forgive sins, to guide the community. 
Christ counts on you for this marvelous mission.”

What is an episcopal vicar? 


Question: Frequently we are told that we belong to a 
‘‘deanery’’ and that my pastor is the ‘‘dean.’’ I was even 
more confused when I was told that my pastor is also an 
‘‘episcopal vicar.’’ What do all these titles mean? 


Answer: One of the major concerns of the Second Vatican 
Council was to broaden the scope of the diocesan bishop’s 
ministry and to assure that his ministry would be available at 
every level of the diocese. The titles you mention in your 
question are diocesan offices which help bring the bishop’s 
ministry to the regional and local level. 


A ‘‘dean’’ is a priest appointed by the bishop. The dean has 
responsibilities for a particular region (deanery) of the diocese. 
These special responsibilities are performed in the name of the 
bishop. The dean’s responsibilities include: coordination of 
general pastoral activities in the deanery; supervision of the 
lifestyle and ministry of the clergy; supervision of liturgical 
functions and other technical areas. The dean is also responsible 
for providing continuing education for the clergy. 


An “‘episcopal vicar’’ is a priest who has been given major 
administrative responsibilities by the bishop. An episcopal vicar 
is appointed for a particular group (e.g. Vicar for Hispanics), or 
a particular activity (e.g. Vicar for Education), or a particular 
territory (e.g. Vicar for North County). The episcopal vicar has 
the same administrative authority as the bishop within a 
particular sphere of responsibility. Thus, the episcopal vicar can 
give permissions, grant dispensations and make policy decisions 
in the name of the bishop. It is very important, however, that the 
episcopal vicar’s decisions always be in conformity with the will 
of the diocesan bishop. 


Since the dean and the episcopal vicar share the same authority 
as the bishop, the people receive personal episcopal ministry on 
the local level. Also, the diocesan bishop is left freer to perform 
the many other tasks which require his attention. 


In the Diocese of San Diego there are eight deans. Bishop 
Maher has also made each dean an episcopal vicar.

We cradle Catholics often are so familiar with words 
and concepts used in the gospels and the liturgy that we 
take them for granted and lose sight of their meaning. It is 
good to have someone among us to whom everything is 
new and be challenged to explain and communicate our 
understanding of the symbolic images we use so 
frequently. 


A young woman, not a Catholic, who married into an 
actively Catholic family, was tentatively testing the waters 
of their faith when she attended a folk Mass and was 
shocked and revolted by one of the songs. Everyone, she 
said, from old ladies to tiny children was happily singing 
about eating the body and drinking the blood of Jesus. 
How could we allow such a nauseating song in a church 
that was supposed to be based on universal love? 


IT TOOK a long time and a lot of patient discussion 
before she could be convinced that far from being a 
contradiction, it was precisely because of the call to love 
that such a song made good religious sense. Religion is 
full of symbolic allusions and allegorical references. It has 
to be. There is no other way to communicate the intensely 
personal and spiritual relationship between God and His 
people. : 

The Jewish people understood very well the symbolism 
of'sacrifice and the eating of sacrificed flesh, of bread and 
wine and of the power of blood. We today have lost a

great deal of the capacity to think in symbols — except in 
computer talk — and have to remind ourselves that blood 
is the life-force of the body; bread the nourishment of that 
life-force. 


Speaking of His body as bread and His blood as wine, 
and urging us to take these into our own bodies, Jesus was 
speaking in a spiritual not physical context. His life-force, 
and that of the Father, is not blood but love. The body, 
the bread, He gives is unity with His Divine Being — a 
sharing of Divine Love. 


THIS IS SO mind-boggling that most of the time, 
although we say it, we cannot imagine what it really 
means. The only person to whom it has ever seemed 
simple is Jesus. Over and over again with many parables 
and symbolic images He told us that all He and the Father 
wanted was to welcome us into their life-force of love so 
that we would be part of its divine power and it a part of 
us, more than we had believed possible. 


The union They had in mind is one so intimate, so 
absorbing, that Jesus could only express it with words like 
‘‘Make your home in me, as I make mine in you,”’ and 
‘*Remain in my love...as I remain in the Father’s love.”’ 


“I am the vine, you are the branches.’”’ Traditionally 
the vine stood for the promised land so that in applying 
the image to Himself, He seems to say that all the 
promises of God are contained in Himself and that in

giving Himself to us in the most intimate way possible, 
He is also offering us the realization of all God’s promises 
— of love given and requited, fulfillment forever. 


THE FRUIT of the vine that is Jesus is a love so 
purified that all selfishness is purged and what remains is 
totally faithful, obedient, self-donating love. He offers it 
to us in human terms because that is the level of our 
understanding, or lack of understanding. 


The invitation to share in Christ’s divinity terrifies us. 
I’m not that holy, we insist. I’m not good enough! The 
truth is that we are not courageous enough. But as we 
obediently eat His bread and drink His blood in the 
Eucharist we are making tentative response to His 
invitation and testing the waters of our own faith in His 
Word. One wonders at the patience of God and why His 
pruning shears have not lopped us off the vine long before 
now. 


If there are still choirs of angels they must be singing 
“How long O Lord, how long?”’ Sw we can be grateful for 
the fresh vision and questioning of visitors to our churches 
and probers of our faith, who force us to look more closely 
at the symbols and rituals of our faith and remind 
ourselves of what it all really means. Perhaps they may 
even prompt us to be-bold in our commitment and allow 
that transforming life-force to penetrate our own and 
change the whole pace of our lives. 


Tips for living with stepfamilies 


What did Hansel, Gretel and Cinderella have in 
common? Right. They each had a wicked stepmother who 
furnished the chief misery in life for them. Not just a 
stepmother but a wicked stepmother. The two went 
together in traditional children’s literature and planted a 
fearsome image of stepparent in young minds for 
generations. 


Now stepparenting is rapidly becoming the chief form 
of parenting in our country. If trends continue, by 1990 
the majority of American children will be stepchildren. 
What does this mean to children, parents and society? 


FIRST, IT means a new look at the old image of 
stepparent. Disappearing is the idea that the stepparent is 
by nature uncaring, conniving and cruel. A couple of 
recent court cases, in fact, indicate the depth of bonding 
possible between parents and stepchildren. At the end of a 
second marriage, two stepmothers petitioned for legal 
access to stepchildren they had come to cherish. 


In many marriages, both partners are stepparents as 
well as mutual parents. They understand the strains and 
stresses of their partner’s parenting and stepparenting. 
The mother who inherits her husband’s children twice 
monthly also loses hers to some other stepmother. She 
knows the feelings of her own children and this helps her 
deal with the feelings of her stepchildren. 


We're bound to see more. books and organizations

when to stand back, how to estimate a new spouse’s 
potential as stepparent and how to merge families. One 
such group that publishes a monthly newsletter and gives 
practical helps is the Stepfamily Foundation, Inc., 333 
West End Avenue, New York, NY, 10023. 


NEXT, THERE’S the relative explosion. Suddenly a 
child inherits a whole new bunch of cousins, aunts and 
grandparents without losing old ones. What’s his 
relationship to his new father’s children? To their mother? 
To those numberless aunts and uncles. who suddenly 
appear? 

Columnist Ellen Goodman tells about a class where the 
teacher had students draw family trees. After struggling a 
bit, one little boy asked her if he could draw family bushes 
instead. I myself met a child with an aggregate of 12 
grandparents. Eventually sheer numbers can obscure the 
family line. 

Finally I’d like to reprint ‘‘10 Steps for Steps’? by 
Jeannett Lofas published in the Stepfamily Newsletter: 


RECOGNIZE THAT the stepfamily will not and can 
not function as does a natural family. It has its own 
special state of dynamics and behaviors. Once learned, 
these behaviors can become predictable and positive. 


Recognize the hard fact that the children are not yours 
and they never will be. We are stepparents, not 
replacement parents. 


‘ 


Super stepparenting doesn’t work. Go slow. Don’t 
come on too strong. 


DISCIPLINE STYLES must be sorted out by the 
couple. The couple needs to immediately and specifically 
work out what are the children’s duties and 
responsibilities. 

Establish clear job descriptions between parent, 
stepparent and respective children. 


Know that unrealistic expectations beget rejections and 
resentments. 


THERE ARE no ex-parents...only ex-spouses. Begin 
to get information on how to best handle the prior spouse. 


Be prepared for the conflicting pulls of sexual and 
biological energies within the step relationship. In the 
intact family, the couple comes together to have a 
child....In step, blood and sexual ties can polarize the 
family in opposite energies and directions. 


The conflict of loyalties must be recognized right from 
the beginning...Often just as the child in step begins to 
have warm feelings toward the new stepparent, he will 
pull away and negatively act out. He feels something like 
this: I love you, that means that I do not love my real 
parent. 


GUARD YOUR sense of humor and use it. The step 
situation is filled with the unexpected. Sometimes we 
won’t know whether to laugh or cry. Try humor. 


Woody Allen’s ‘bias’ revealed 


Michael Gallagher of the United States Catholic 
Conference Office of Communications regularly reviews 
the movies for the Catholic newspapers in the country. It 
is he who has pointed out what so many critics have 
overlooked: the bias of film star and director, Woody 
Allen, towards Italians. 


Gallagher again identifies this bent of Allen in 
conjunction with his new movie, The Purple Rose of 
Cairo. In it, the heroine, a Catholic, is married to an 
oaf, who is Italian and who shows his affection for his wife 


_ by regularly beating her. It may well be the hero’s ethnic 


background was chosen because the man selected for the 


part was Danny Aiello. Allen discovered him in his last. 


movie, Broadway Danny Rose, where Aiello previously 
played a loutish has-been singer. It was in that 
movie, particularly, that Allen really dumped on Italians. 


IN THAT FIRST film there were extended scenes in 
which an Italian woman, who is a practicing fortuneteller, 
is consulted by all the people in the neighborhood. She is 
obviously a Catholic. All around her bed (this 
fortuneteller lies down on the job) there are crucifixes and 
rosaries. ; 

There are imitation prayers, as foolish people line up to 
ask the seer about their problems. They respectfully bow 
to her as she surveys all from her bed, aiding, dispensing 


her advice. Those who visit this woman are portrayed by 
Allen as ignorant and superstitious. The implication 


behind the scene is that since most are visibly Italian, the - 


Italianate aspects of the Catholic religion are rooted in 
superstition. 


The Italians may also be central to the plot because 
most of the film’s scenes take place in New Jersey, and to 
the cynical New Yorker, New Jersey is the place of bums, 
gangsters and Italians. Hence, Allen may have decided to 
make these ethnics the object of his jokes. This is also 
stressed further because of the Mafia-type people who 
form a very important part of that story, who go to 
country clubs for weddings of their daughters, and 
proceed to beat up with baseball bats those people who 
have welched on their financial debts or tried to steal the 
girl of the boss. (In The Purple Rose of Cairo the 
heroine wears a Miraculous Medal, but her Catholic faith 
really isn’t much.) Allen previously did a job on the 
WASP mentality (White, Anglo-Saxon Protestant) in 
Interiors, but lately he’s been after Italians. 


WHAT IS surprising is that apart from Gallagher, 
hardly anyone else has ever noticed Allen’s bias. You 
wonder about the myopic vision of some film critics. Yes, 


Allen has been tough on some Jewish practices too. He 
did this mostly when he played the hero and was mocking 
his personal conflict between Jewish traditions and secular 
society (see Manhattan). : 


But if the butt of the jokes was the ritual practices of the 
Jewish people, showing them ignorantly going about 
some of their ceremonies inside the synagogue, there 
would be a hue and cry. To heap such sarcasm on Italians 
in his last two movies is unforgivable. It’s true, the 
prejudice is not confined to Allen. We have the stereotype 
Italian, the Mafia henchmen and leaders in many movies 
and TV shows. Of course, we have abundant evidence 
from the daily press that many people, some of whom are 
Italian, may be guilty of such crimes. But it is no reason 
then to caricature this ethnic group. 


For example, ‘‘Father Guido Sarducci’’ was on 
Saturday Night Live in which he made fun of ‘‘Vatican- 
type monsignors.’’ While he sometimes went too far, it 
was that one strain, that one type at whom he poked fun. 
It may well be that not enough people see Woody Allen’s 
movies to really make a difference, to recognize this bias. 
Still, it was insightful of Michael Gallagher to call this to 
the attention of the public. So far, there has been no 
concerted action from the Italians in New Jersey or 
elsewhere. 
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Procter and Gamble 
remove moon logo 


CINCINNATI (NC) — After battling recurrent 
rumors that its decades-old ‘‘moon and stars’’ logo is a 
sign of its association with Satanism, Procter and Gamble 
Co. announced April 24 that it was removing the 
controversial trademark from its products. 


Bill Dobson, spokesman for the Cincinnati-based 
consumer products company, said the move was being 
made ‘‘because there appears to be little advantage to 
having the trademark on product packages.”’ : 


‘“‘AT THE same time,’’ he added, ‘‘it will remove one 
part of those false and malicious stories.”’ 


The trademark will be eliminated gradually, as new 
packages are designed, the company announced. But it 
will be retained on corporate letterheads and publications.

The company has always maintained that the ‘“‘moon 
and stars’’ logo it has been using since 1850 depicts the 
man in the moon facing 13 stars, which represent the 
original 13 colonies. 


THE COMPANY, which manufactures such products 
as Pampers disposable diapers, Charmin bathroom tissue 
and Ivory soap, first launched a national media campaign 
in 1982 to combat rumors that its logo was a satanic 
symbol. 

The wave of rumors was initially thought to be spread 
by fundamentalist Christians in the South and the 
Southwest, but it was later discovered that some Catholic 
parishes were unwittingly helping spread the rumor 
through parish bulletins and other activities. 

Cardinal Joseph L. Bernardin of Chicago, while he was 
archbishop of Cincinnati, was among those who said the 
rumor was false and should not be spread. 


PROCTER AND Gamble recently established a 
national toll-free hotline — (800) 354-0508 — to answer 
questions about the rumor. 

According to Dobson, the company received more than 
12,000 calls about the rumors in the past two months.

preference to any religion, SDCJM has been ‘‘pushed to 
the side,’’ he added. He hopes the Sheriff’s Department 
will give the issue ‘‘serious reconsideration.” 


“Tt’s not clear with me what was wrong with what we 
were doing”’ and what precipitated the shift, said the Rev. 
William Johnson of the Southeast Ministerial Alliance. 


Father Campbell does not like the fact that the new 
chaplain services will be led by an out-of-town group with 
no local connection. All the spokesmen for the ousted 
group agreed there is at least one benefit of having local 
chaplaincy services — area chaplains have ties to the San 
Diego religious community and -can refer released 
prisoners to spiritual resources here. 


‘“‘THE IDEAL in prison ministry is seen as coming 
from the community — be they Judaic, Moslem or 
Christian,’’ Father Campbell said. SDCJM was even 
closer to the ideal because it was truly ecumenical, he 
added. 


Bishop Maher called upon the Sheriff’s Department to 
‘rescind any agreement made with the Christian Jail 
Workers and honor the agreement already in effect with 
San Diego County Jail Ministries.” 


He further asked the County to ‘‘cancel the announced 
appointment of a chaplain coordinator and reaffirm its 
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commitment to San Diego County Jail Ministries.”’ 


CMDR. WIGGINTON has no plans to rescind his 
decision. ‘‘I’ve made my decision. I am comfortable with 
it,’’ he said, adding he sees no reason that it will not work 
out. 


He expressed some regret over the lack of 
communication he had with the local religious 
community. But, ‘‘I’m hoping everyone will give this an 
opportunity to work...If their fears come to pass we will 
resolve them. Right now they are just fears,’’? Cmdr. 
Wigginton said. 


A spokesman for the Christian Jail Workers expressed 
similar optimism for the future of jail ministry here. 


THE SPOKESMAN denied that his group seeks tc 
proselytize those who already have a religious preference 
‘‘We do not proselytize any inmate,’’ the Rev. Le 
Settgast, director of chaplains for CJW, said. 


“We fully respect such affiliation and in no way seek to 
proselytize such an inmate,’’ Settgast added. 


His group seeks ‘‘to provide for the spiritual welfare of 
the inmate. Hence, we encourage clergy and churches of 
all faiths to be active in visiting and ministering to the 
members of their church and jail and we will facilitate the 
same,’’ Settgast said. 


‘“‘BECAUSE OF our effectiveness in dealing with 
prisoners and because we urge our chaplains to avoid 
denominationalism, our services have been sought out in 
the many areas where we serve,’’ he added. 


Settgast said the Christian Jail Workers’ chaplains 
‘‘come from a broad spectrum of Protestant 
denominations,’’ including Baptist, Lutheran, Episcopal, 
Four Square, Presbyterian, Assembly of God and the 
Church of God in Christ.

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Two who make a difference

Not long ago Franciscan Sister 
Marla Lang took a much-needed 
break from her duties as pastoral 
administrator of two Wisconsin 
parishes in the Diocese of 
Superior. But then she was told 
about the death of a 19-year-old 
parishioner in a car accident. 

Figuring that the girl's family 
needed her ministry more than 
she needed a vacation, Sister Lang 
immediately returned to the 
parish. She helped comfort the 
family and plan the Mass of Chris- 
tian Burial. A priest from a parish 
12 miles away. came to celebrate 
the liturgy, as he does for 
weekend Masses. 

Since 1981 when the former 
priest-pastor retired, Sister Lang 
has divided her energies between 
the 130 households of St. John 
the Baptist Parish in Bloomville, 


Wis., and the 90 households of St. 


Augustine’s Parish in Harrison 17 
miles away — a parish that 
doubles in size during the summer 
resort season. 

Her appointment to the parish 
calls for her to ‘‘take care of all 
pastoral and adminstrative respon- 
sibilities,’ she said. As the only 
full-time minister in either parish, 
“everything is delegated to me as 
to a pastor’ except officiating at 
the sacraments, Sister Lang said. 

Asked how parishioners 
responded to her, Sister Lang ad- 
mitted it was ‘‘very painful’ for 
many people at first. ““They never 
heard of a woman doing this 
before,’ she said. ‘““There was a 
lot of fear and a sense of loss’’ 
when, in the priest-short diocese, 
a priest was not assigned to the 
parishes. ‘‘Others felt the diocese 
was punishing us.” 

She added that she proceeded 
very carefully during the first 
year. “I did a lot of listening, to 
pick up the pieces,” the Fran- 
ciscan said. Her aim was “‘to build 
trust and to let people know I’m 
there to be of service to them.” 


Then, as now, she spent con- 
siderable time visiting families. “‘A 
lot of ministry is being with peo- 
ple in different ways,’’ she com- 
mented. So, a typical day might 
find her going to youngsters’ ball 
games as well as working with the 
parish council. 

Sister Lang tries “‘to spend equal 
time in both parishes’’ and fre- 
quently puts in 60 hours a week. 
She depends on volunteers a lot. 
In fact, the sister said, she sees 
her ministry in terms of ‘‘enabling 
people to use their gifts.” 

Today parishioners 
wholeheartedly accept her 
ministry, Sister Lang indicated. 
“They still have a priest for the 
sacraments but they have me too’’ 
for many other pastoral duties, 
she said. 


Greer Gordon also knows what 
it is like to pursue an unusual 


career path. As the director of 
adult religious education, she is 
the only woman on the ad- 
ministrative level with the 
religious education office of the 
Archdiocese of Washington, D.C. 

“As the only feminine presence 
on this team,’’ Ms. Gordon said, 
she takes care to present herself in 
a professional and feminine way. 
In her view, many church people 
haven't learned yet how to relate 
to someone like her — a well- 
educated single woman deeply 
committed to a church career. 

Ms. Gordon spends 65 percent 
of her time in parishes. A typical 
day, often stretching from early 
morning to late night, finds her 
consulting with directors of 
religious education, working on 
an enrichment program for mar- 
ried couples involved in Pre-Cana 
work and addressing parish 
leaders. 


Both women admitted that they 
feel lonely at times in their 
unusual careers. But both in- 
dicated they receive a great deal 
of support from women involved 
in other kinds of church ministry. 
And both gave full marks to the 
clergy they work with for their 
sensitivity. 

Sister Lang said that she is in- 
variably invited to attend regional 
clergy meetings. At the present 
time she is the only woman at 
these meetings. 

But, not for long, Sister Lang 
thinks. She knows several other 
sisters in the diocese who are 
preparing to become pastoral ad- 
ministrators like her.

Women of the New Testamen

he first Christian community 
St. Paul founded in what we now 
know as Europe was at Philippi in 
Macedonia or northern Greece. 

When Paul arrived in Philippi, 
he found a little Jewish congrega- 
tion meeting down at the river 
bank. 

Luke, writer of the Acts of the 
Apostles, tells the story: ‘“We sat 
down there and spoke to the 
women who were gathered there. 
One who listened was a woman 
named Lydia, a dealer in purple 
goods from the town of Thyatira. 
She already reverenced God and 
the Lord opened her heart to ac- 
cept what Paul was saying.” 

Luke adds that Lydia and her 
household then were baptized. It 
would seem that Lydia became the 
first to be baptized there. 

And Lydia extended to Paul and 


his group an invitation: “If you 
are convinced that I believe in the 
Lord, come and stay at my house”’ 
(Acts 16:13-14). 

Notice that Paul preached “‘to 
the women.”’ Apparently they 
were the only ones there and Paul 
did not wait for the men to show 
up. 

Lydia was a gentile who had 
been attracted to Judaism. That’s 
what is indicated when we read 
that “‘she already reverenced 
God.” 

She was, moreover, a 
businesswoman. Either she had 
her own firm back in Thyatira, a 
commercial center in Asia Minor 
(modern Turkey), or she was the 
firm’s representative at Philippi. 

In any event, Lydia apparently 
was rather well-to-do, with a 
house in town to which she could 
invite the missionaries. 

As a businesswoman, she was 
forthright and authoritative, ac- 


customed to taking the initiative. 
One can sense an undertone of 
surprise in Luke’s remark: “‘She 
managed to prevail on us.’’ Well, 
Lydia was a manager to begin 
with! And we can imagine that 
she had a forceful personality. 

Women figured prominently in 
the ministry of Jesus. And they 
were the first to be favored with 
an appearance of the risen Lord. 
So it is not surprising that we 
meet active women of the church 
in the New Testament. One of 
those women was Lydia. Another 
was named Phoebe. Paul speaks of 
her in Romans 16:1-2. 

Phoebe, it seems, was from the 
port city of Cenchrae near Cor- 
inth. Writing about her, Paul said: 
“IT commend to you our sister 
Phoebe, who is a:deaconness of 
the church of Cenchrae. Please 
welcome her in the Lord, as saints 
should. If she needs help in 
anything, give it to her, for she

full academic potential when 
Sisters complete master’s degrees 
or doctorates in nursing-home ad- 
ministration, health-care organiza- 
tion or speech pathology. 

And Sisters are moving into en- 
tirely new fields of professional 
work by becoming lawyers, bank 
managers, even morticians. 

This movement of women 
Religious into the highest profes- 
sional training completely shatters 
the stereotypes which grew up 
around nuns over the years. Often 
Sisters were thought to be 
undereducated for their work. 

However, beginning in the 
1940s in the United States, a 
movement for the education of 
Sisters was organized. Some 20 
years later, in its Constitution on 
the Church, Vatican II encouraged 
all Catholics who work in the 
marketplace to aim toward profes- 
sional excellence. 


Professional excellence enables 
women Religious to better fulfill 
their call to rebuild the earth by 
extending God’s creative activity. 
At the same time, the thrust 
toward professional excellence 
demands significant adjustments 
by Sisters themselves and by 
others. 

For Sisters, these opportunities 
open up a whole new range of 
possibilities for growth. In- 
terestingly, this development 
holds possibilities for complemen- 
tary relations in professional areas 
with laity and priests. 

At the same time it also brings 
new challenges. For example, 
with highly developed skills the 
woman Religious has to guard 
against slipping into a more 
isolated and egocentric life. Burn- 
out becomes a risk for Religious as 
it is for others. 

In speaking with women 
Religious who face these 
challenges, it becomes clear that 
they find it important to link 
developments in their professional 
lives with an equally intense 
renewal of their life as a 
community. 

Renewal of the life they live 
together as Religious means giving 
a central place to the Mass — the 
shared daily Eucharist — and to 
prayer. 

Community life links prayer and 
work. It enables Sisters to remain 
consecrated women as they res- 
pond inwardly and-outwardly to 
Christ’s call to rebuild the earth. 

Vibrant community life becomes 
the wellspring out of which the 
professional lives of women 
Religious flow.

What does it mean to talk 
about human dignity? For 
Benedictine Sister Mary Collins, a 
theologian, human dignity means 
“acknowledging the value and 
worth of each person.”’ 

It involves coming to 
recognize that each individual 
has some measure of truth and 
some wisdom, some gifts and 
potential to be developed over a 
lifetime, she said during a recent 
interview. 

An awareness of human digni- 
ty leads people to continually ex- 
pand their horizons, Sister Col- 
lins indicated. Recently she relin- 
quished her position on the 
faculty at The Catholic Universi- 
ty of America to become a foun- 
ding member of Holy Wisdom 
Monastery, a new Benedictine 
foundation for women in the 
Raleigh, N.C., diocese. 

Awareness of human dignity 
has another dimension which 
sometimes is overlooked, Sister 
Collins commented. Christians 
can't simply advance their own 
careers and develop their own 
talents at the expense of other 
people’s rights. Christians need 
to cultivate a ‘mutual recogni- 
tion of human worth,’’ she 
insisted. 

One way Christians do this, 
she continued, is by ‘‘creating a 
social climate for people to ex- 
plore their potentials and gifts.’ 
Sister Collins is convinced that 
many individuals need the en- 
couragement of others to “gain

The educator related a true 
story to illustrate how this can 
work. She told of an older 
woman whose position as pro- 
vincial superior of her religious 
order brought her into contact 
with many clergy and the bishop 
in her diocese. 

They regarded this sister 
highly, Sister Collins said, 
because of her resourcefulnes 
and her talent, especially in 
human relationships. She also 
had a gift for handling difficult 
situations delicately. 

The sister's term of office end- 
ed when she was 60 years old. 
But, instead of retiring or taking 
an easier position in the com- 
munity, she decided to strike off 
in.a brand new direction, Sister 
Collins said. With the strong en- 
couragement of her associates 
among the clergy, the older 
woman returned to school and 
ultimately earned a degree in 
canon law. 

Today she is engrossed in a 
new career working as a canon 
lawyer in an archdiocese, Sister 
Collins said. 

—The sister is quite aware of 
the large role played by her 
associates in helping her to 
recognize her talents, Sister Col- 
lins commented. 

—And now the sister is in a 
position “to enhance the dignity 
of others by encouraging them to 
use their gifts.”’

Pope John Paul II’s elevation to the College of 
Cardinals of Archbishops Bernard F. Law of Boston, 
John J. O’Connor of New York, and Myroslav I. 
Lubachivsky, Rome-based leader of Ukrainian Catholics, 
brings U.S. membership in the College of Cardinals to 
10. 


Cardinal-designate Lubachivsky, although born in 
Dolyna, Ukrainia, is a naturalized U:S. citizen. 


TWO OF the Americans are 80 or older, however, and 
thus cannot vote in a papal election. They are Cardinal 
Patrick A. O’Boyle, 88, who became a cardinal in 1967 
and served as archbishop of Washington from 1948 to 
1973; and Cardinal John J. Carberry, 80, archbishop of

Pontifical Council on the Family, headed by Cardinal- 
designate Edouard Gagnon. 


The 28 new cardinals reflect ‘‘the universality of the 
Church and the multiplicity of their ministries,’’ the pope 
said. 


Also among those named was Cardinal-designate 
Miguel Obando Bravo of Managua, Nicaragua, a strong 
critic of the Marxist-influenced Sandinista government. It 
was the first time that the head of any Nicaraguan diocese 
has been named a cardinal. 


ANOTHER LATIN American named by the pope 
was Cardinal-designate Juan Francisco Fresno Larrain of 
Santiago, Chile, a strong critic of the military government 
which has ruled Chile since 1973. Santiago has been 
traditionally headed by a cardinal and the naming gives 
Chile two cardinals, including the former head of the 
Santiago Archdiocese, Cardinal Raul Silva Henriquez, 
77. 


Cardinal-designate Law, 53, was named head of the 
Boston Archdiocese, the third-largest U.S. diocese, on 
Jan. 24, 1984. He had been head of the Diocese of 
Springfield-Cape Girardeau, Mo., from December 1973 
until January 1984. 


The cardinal-designate has served in various 
ecumenical posts, including executive director of the 
bishops’ Committee on Ecumenical and Interreligious 
Affairs. 


CARDINAL-DESIGNATE O’Connor, 65, is a native 
of Philadelphia and spent most of his priestly life in the 
military chaplaincy before he was named archbishop of 
New York last year. 


Ordained a priest of the Archdiocese of Philadelphia in 
1945, he became a Navy chaplain in 1952, rising to rear 
admiral and Navy chief of chaplains in 1975. In 1979 he 
retired from the Navy when Pope John Paul made him an 
auxiliary bishop of the U.S. Military Vicariate, and in 
June 1983 he was installed as bishop of Scranton, Pa. 


Only seven months later O’Connor was named to 
succeed the late Cardinal Terence Cooke as archbishop of 
New York. 


CARDINAL-DESIGNATE Lubachivsky, 70, a 
naturalized U.S. citizen, is a former archbishop of the 
Ukrainian Archdiocese of Philadelphia. In 1984 he 
succeeded the late Cardinal Josyf Slipyj as Rome-based 
head of the world’s Ukrainian Catholics and archbishop 
of Lvov, the Ukraine. 


Cardinal-designate Lubachivsky was born in Dolyna, 
the Ukraine, in 1914, and began his work in the United 
States in 1947 with pastoral and teaching assignments in 
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St. Louis from 1968 to 1979, named a cardinal in 1969. 


Another member of the college, Cardinal John 
Dearden, 77, retired as archbishop of Detroit in 1980 
after 22 years but is still eligible to participate in a 
conclave. He was named a cardinal in 1969. 


Cardinal William W. Baum, 58, resides at the Vatican 
as head of the Congregation for Catholic Education. 
Archbishop of Washington from 1973 to 1980, he was 
named a cardinal in 1976. 


THE OTHER U.S. cardinals are Cardinal John Krol, 
74, archbishop of Philadelphia, named a cardinal in 1967; 
Cardinal Timothy Manning, 75, archbishop of Los 
Angeles, named a cardinal in 1973 and Cardinal Joseph 
L. Bernardin of Chicago, 57, named a cardinal in 1983. 


Michigan, Connecticut, Wisconsin and Pennsylvania. 


His selection in 1979 as archbishop of the Philadelphia 
Ukrainian Archdiocese was criticized by some Ukrainian 
Catholics, who said Cardinal Slipyj and others had not 
been consulted before the appointment was made. Six 
months later he was elected to succeed the cardinal. 


AMONG THE new cardinals are two Poles. Cardinal- 
designate Andrzej Maria Deskur, the retired president of 
the Pontifical Commission for Social Communications, is 
a longtime friend of the pope. 


The other Pole is Cardinal-designate Henryk Roman 
Gulbinowicz of Wroclaw, whose naming raises the 
number of Sees in Poland led by cardinals to three. 
Communist-ruled Poland has been the scene of church- 
state tensions. 


One unexpected name was that of Cardinal-designate 
Paulos Tzadua of Addis Ababa, Ethiopia, where less than 
one percent of the population is Catholic. Cardinal- 
designate Tzadua and Nigerian Cardinal-designate 
Francis Arinze, head of the Vatican Secretariat for Non- 
Christians, were the two Africans named to the college. 


SEVERAL OTHERS were named because they led 
dioceses traditionally headed by cardinals. These included 
Cardinals-designate Angel Suquyia Goicoechea of 
Madrid, Spain; Albert Decourtray of Lyon, France; and 
Frederick Wetter of Munich and Freising, West 
Germany. 


Several others named are these: Cardinals-designate 
Jean Jerome Hamer, head of the Congregation for 
Religious and Secular Institutes; Edouard Gagnon, head 
of the Pontifical Council for the Family; and Augustin 
Mayer, head of the Congregations for the Sacraments and 
for Divine Worship. They had offices which Ernernally are 
held by cardinals. 

Also named was Czechoslovakan Cardinal-designate 
Jozef Tomko, secretary general of the Synod of Bishops. 
The cardinal-designate also immediately took over the 
duties as head of the Congregation for the Evangelization 
of Peoples, filling the office left vacant by the death of 
Irish Archbishop Dermot Ryan. 
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CATHEDRAL BURNS — Fire destroyed the clock 
tower and roof of the Cathedral of Luxembourg a 
month before Pope John Paul Il was scheduled to 
visit. The fire apparently started as welders were 
repairing the 205-foot tower. Chimes inside the 
wooden tower were also destroyed. 

THE VATICAN also announced that Belgian Bishop 
Jan Schotte, vice president of the Pontifical Commission 
for Justice and Peace, was named an archbishop and will 
replace Cardinal-designate Tomko as secretary general of 
the synod. Bishop Schotte was not named a cardinal. 


The May 25 consistory will mark the third time that 
Pope John Paul has installed cardinals. 


He called his first consistory in 1979, only eight months 
after he was elected. At that time he installed 14 cardinals. 
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The so-called ‘‘confirmation 
controversy’? was long a source of 
agitation to Fray Junfpero Serra and the 
other missionaries in Alta California. 
Worse than that, it infringed on the 
spiritual welfare of the neophytes because 
it threatened to deprive them of the 
sacrament. 


By virtue of the Patronato Real, papal 
briefs issued in favor of New Spain 
required the royal pase before they could 
be implemented. In addition, the viceroy 
or his delegate also enjoyed the privilege 
of issuing the pase in his designated 
territory. 


GOVERNOR FELIPE de Neve was 
not unwilling to affix his pase to the 
document from Pope Clement XIV 
authorizing him to confirm, but Serra did 
not have in hand the document. It was at 
the Franciscan headquarters in Mexico 
City.

St. Therese student wins spelling bee

DEL CERRO — A seventh grade 


student from St. Therese Academy will 
represent San Diego County at the 58th 


Annual National Spelling Bee in 
Washington D.C. June 3-8. 
Velma Dekhi earned the trip by 


defeating 112 other students to take first 
place in the 16th annual San Diego 
County Spelling Bee. 


DEKHI GAINED the top spot by 
correctly spelling soave — which means 
sweetness or smoothness — at the April 
23 spelling competition at Cafe del Rey 
Moro in Balboa Park. 

When the spelling master said the word 
**soave,’’ Dekhi ‘‘didn’t know’’ if she 
was ‘‘going to spell it right because he 
pronounced it differently,’’ she said. 


“But I guessed and I was right,’’ she 
added. 


It took about three nerve-shaking hours 
to get to the spelling bee’s final round, 
Dekhi said. She went through about 
seven rounds in all, she added. 


DURING THE month before the 
county competition, Dekhi spent two to 
three hours a day preparing for the 
spelling bee. ‘‘I would write and rewrite 
the words’’ from the list of words given to 
all students in the tournament, she said. 
“I got people to quiz me and I would look 
up pronunciations of words I didn’t know 
in the dictionary,’’ she added. 


Dekhi is ‘‘excited’’ and ‘‘nervous’’ 
about her trip to Washington. ‘‘I have a 
lot of work to do’’ to prepare for the 
national spelling bee, she said. She plans

Pope, Mother Teresa young adult heroes 


WASHINGTON (NC) — Pope John 
Paul II and Mother Teresa may not be as 
popular as actor Clint Eastwood, but they 
finished ahead of singer Michael Jackson 
in a U.S. News and World Report survey 
of heroes and heroines of young adults. 


The survey of men and women ages 18 
through 24 was published in the 
Washington-based magazine’s April 22 
edition. 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — Catholic 
universities can help develop 
reconciliation and peace in society by 
showing the relationship between moral 
values and culture, said Cardinal 
Agostino Casaroli, papal secretary of 
state. Catholic universities should make 
‘*more evident the profound moral values 
universally present in people of diverse 
cultures,’’ he said in a statement released 
by the Vatican April 16. ‘“These values 
can open the way for a better fulfillment 
of the potential for reconciliation and 
peace contained in the Gospel message,”’ 
he added. Cardinal Casaroli, alluding to 
Marxism, said it is necessary to fight a 
materialistic culture which negates the 
transcendental nature of life and which ° 
advocates violence as a way to social 
progress. 


THE POPE finished seventh and 
Mother Teresa eighth in the poll, just 
ahead of Jackson and another popular 
singer, Tina Turner. Eastwood topped 
the list. 


The poll was conducted in late 
February by the Roper Organization, 
which asked young adults to name their 
heroes and heroines — ‘‘that is, what 
public figures. living anywhere in the 
world do you find personally inspiring 
and would you hope to be like in some 
way?” 

Of the 315 respondents, 12 percent 
selected Pope John Paul and 10 percent 
picked Mother Teresa. 


EASTWOOD IS best known for his 
movie roles as the tough inspector Harry 
Dirty Harry Callahan and for the line, 
“‘make my day,’’ in the 1983 movie 
Sudden Impact. He was selected by 30 
percent of the survey participants. 


In second place, with 24 percent, was 
actor-comedian Eddie Murphy, followed 
by President Reagan with 15 percent. 


Actress and physical fitness 
entrepreneur Jane Fonda was fourth on 
the list. Actress Sally Field and movie 
director Steven Spielberg tied for fifth.» 


Think before 
you gossip 


In the lyrics of this top hit, Wham 
never says what was ‘‘carelessly said.’ 
Yet the song makes it clear that words 
have hurt a friendship and brought much 
guilt upon the whisperer. He now regrets 
what he said, for he ‘‘should have known 
better than to cheat a friend.”’ 


The song is a reminder that our words 
have a real impact on others. Too often 
we unthinkingly pass along the latest 
gossip without concern for who might get 
hurt. 


Gossiping can be a way of hiding our 
own insecurity. Gossipers put others 
down to build themselves up. 


Friendships are based on trust. When 
one person fails to protect a friend’s 
reputation this bond is broken. Even 
when we are upset by what a friend has 
done, friendship should keep us from 
passing around judgments on the other. 


When we are bothered by a friend’s 
actions or words, what is needed is to talk 
directly to the person. If we can express 
our feelings openly and_ non- 
judgmentally, a valuable dialogue can 
result. It shows we care enough to want to 
hear our friend’s view. 


The song hints at the need for 
forgiveness when we have gossiped. 
Perhaps the singer wants to ‘‘lose this 
crowd’ so he can talk about his feelings. 
Even if this is embarrassing and difficult, 
it is a way of admitting wrong and 
resolving to do better. 


No matter how close a relationship, 
people do hurt each other. Even the best 
love needs a large reservoir of forgiveness. 


What is important about this song is 
how it reminds us of the power and effects 
of our words. The next time you are 
tempted to talk in a ‘‘careless whisper”’ - 
about another person, think about what 
the larger impact may be, both to yourself 
and to the other person.

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Supreme Court hearing of 
abortion case puzzling ;

WASHINGTON (NC) — When the Supreme Court 
agreed to hear a new case on abortion restrictions in 
Pennsylvania, pro-lifers were happy but wondered why. 


In 1984, the Pennsylvania Abortion Control Act 
mandated a series of restrictions on abortions, but the 
Third Circuit Court of Appeals issued an injunction 
against it and gutted provisions of the law as well. 


SOME REQUIREMENTS of the Pennsylvania law 
are similar to restrictions already struck down by the 
Supreme Court in its 1983 ruling on abortion restrictions 
in Akron, Ohio, while others are similar to Missouri 
restrictions which the court, in a companion decision to 
the Akron case, found acceptable. 


Pennsylvania provisions scuttled by the appeals court 
included rules designed to ensure that the woman is 
informed of potential adverse consequences of an abortion 
before she consents to one and that she knows of 
alternatives, such. as the availability of pre-natal and 
childbirth medical assistance. 


The stipulations also demanded, among other things, 
that the abortion doctor explain to the state how he or she 
knew a fetus aborted during the second trimester was not 
yet viable; that physicians file other detailed information 
on abortions, and that a second doctor be present to save 
an aborted baby. 


THE HIGH court, in the Akron decision, struck down 


an “informed consent’’ requirement. 


At the same time, in the companion Missouri case, the 
court retained the requirement for presence of a second 
doctor to save an aborted, late-term fetus. 


Laws vary from one state or city to another. For 
example, the informed consent provisions in the Akron 
law are not identical to those in the Pennsylvania law, 
furthermore, when considering any issue, the court may 
find a technical problem with one law while it has no 
misgivings about a similar law from somewhere else. 


NONETHELESS, as Edward R. Grant, executive 
director of Americans United for Life, said, ‘‘It’s obvious 
that several issues are close to some of the ones addressed 
in ‘Akron.’ ”’ 


So why did the justices agree to take the case? 


Rumors abound. Some theories suggest that Associate 
Supreme Court Justice Lewis F. Powell, who wrote the 
1983 Akron ruling, is planning to retire this summer. 


THAT WOULD mean, of course, that President 
Reagan would be able to name a replacement. Pro-lifers 
hope that Reagan will appoint strongly anti-abortion 
Justices to fill any new vacancies. 


Another idea is that Chief Justice Warren Burger, who 
has previously backed legal abortion, may be having 
qualms and might wish to vote differently in the future. 


All of this, however, is pure speculation, As Douglas 
Johnson, legislative director of the National Right to Life 
Committee put it, ‘‘we don’t have any evidence’’ that 
Powell will quit. 


THERE IS also no guarantee that Burger is changing 
his mind or that Reagan will name a justice who will vote 
against abortion, even if he or she has an anti-abortion 
record in past cases. 


On the Pennsylvania case, “‘obviously, the court can do 
anything they want,’’ said Grant. ‘‘We are very excited 
they’ve taken it. We didn’t think this particular case”’ 
would get a hearing, he said. 


“We don’t see this as a_ great, earth-shaking 
development,’’ Johnson of the NRLC said. “I don’t 
know why the court agreed to review the case.’’

NEW YORK (NC) — Among the 
victims of every war are the foundlings of 
temporary liaisons between soldiers and 
local women. As with the illegitimate 
offspring left behind by U.S. troops who 
served in Korea and Vietnam, some of 
the children fathered by the soldiers 
occupying Germany after World War II 
became homeless orphans. 


That is the setting for Kurt Vonnegut’s 
1950 short story D.P. Adapted for 
television as Displaced Person, the 
program airs Tuesday, May 6, 9-10 p.m. 
on PBS. 


THE STORY centers on young 
Tobias (Julius Gordon), a black child in a 
Catholic orphanage in the ruins of an air 
base. As the only black person the other 
boys have ever seen, he is often teased 
about his color. 


Knowing that he will never really fit in 
with the rest, Tobias becomes determined 
to find his American father and his true 
home, 


When a largely black American 


military unit passes through town, Tobias ° 


runs off to join them. He attaches himself 
to the first black man he encounters, a 
sergeant (Stan Shaw) whom he insistently 
calls-‘‘papa.”’ 


ORDERED TO return the boy to the 
orphange, the sergeant must decide 
whether it is kinder to feed the boy’s 
hopes by saying he will come back 
someday and bring him to America or to 
be brutally honest and leave the lad with 
no illusions about his future. 


In the first half of the story, Sister 
Agnes (Rosemary Leach) tries to protect 
Tobias and make him feel that he is not all 
alone in the world. In the second half, the 
sergeant becomes the boy’s protector and, 
although Tobias can only speak German, 
he immediately feels at home with the 
soldiers. 


However, it is obvious to all that, as 
one of them puts it, he is ‘‘the most 


displaced person I ever did see.’’ 


THE THEME of the story — the need 
to belong, to discover one’s identity as 
part of a larger group — is inherent in the 
situation and evoked throughout the plot. 
For Tobias, this universal need is not 
going to be achieved easily, which is why 
Sister Agnes and then the sergeant try to 
find some way to give him hope about his 
future. 


Fred Barron’s script is nicely balanced 
between the needs of the plot and the 
human details so necessary for empathy. 


As the sergeant, Stan Shaw has the 
most complicated role — a good-hearted 
human being who’s tough as Army 
combat boots. He puts it over well and the 
scene in which he cradles the boy in his 
arms while recalling his gospel-singing 
father is as fine as anything you’ll see on 
television this year. 


THERE ARE problems, however. For 
instance, Tobias’ age places the action in 
the mid-1950s while the ruins and rubble 
in the background suggest the late 1940s. 
This seeming discrepancy will distract 
only the literal-minded from the 
substantial success of this adaptation.
